HARRISBURG 
(UP) — 
Gov. George M. Leader said 
today his special conference 
on improvement in courses 
in public schools had en­ 
dorsed his suggestion to re­ 
quire 
statewide 
tests 
for 
high school graduation. 


The governor added that it was 
his own interpretation of a ques­ 
tion answered by the 300 dele­ 
gates. The conference voted 224-34 
on the question “Should a mini­ 
mum testing program be required 
in all high schools?” 
“ I think that docs endorse my 
suggestion that tests be required 
for high school graduation,” Lead­ 
er told his news conference. 
He said a final decision on 
whether the tests would be man­ 
datory would probably be develop­ 
ed in about six or eight weeks 
when all the recommendations 
were evaluated. 
The governor s view was appar­ 
ently in direct contrast to that 
held by a college and high school 
rating service. 
Dr. Charles H. Boehm, public 
instruction 
superintendent, 
said 
the two-day conference which end­ 
ed Wednesday gave a “clear man­ 
date” to local school boards that 
curricula must be overhauled to 
tax the student to the full extent 
of his capabilities. 
“ In the next IO years school ad­ 
ministrators must break with tra­ 
dition and separate students by 
their ability to learn,” Boehm 
said. 
The 300 delegates rejected low­ 
ering the state s compulsory at­ 
tendance age to 14 or 15, recom­ 
mending instead that courses be 
altered to fit the needs of pupils 
who do not plan to attend college. 
Boehm said to reduce the age 
limit 
would 
be 
"turning 
our 
backs" on the problem of students 
who do not outwardly benefit 
from school. 
Boehm said other highlights of 
the conference were these recom­ 
mendations: 
—That English should receive 
additional emphasis and classes 
in reading be offered in secondary 
schools. 
—That science and mathematics 
be “enriched” 
and 
offered 
in 
greater scope and for varying de­ 
grees of comprehension. 
Boehm said he favored confer­ 
ence recommendations for accel­ 
erating courses for the brighter 
students. 
“This will mean students taking 
heavier study loads, going to spe­ 
cial summer schools and doing
